A TEST FOR SENATOR JOHNSON. 

Mutiny has flamed up in the ranks of the Fordney- 
McCumber tariff raid. Senator Lenroot, Republican, 
of Wisconsin has bucked at one of the minor grabs 
of the bill. On the combined showing of the usual 
lineup, the two Senators from the State most affected 
(California) and the lobby organized to put the sched- | 
ule over (the Almond Growers’ Association of Cali- 
fornia), the Wisconsin Senator declared the duty of 15 
cents a pound on unshelled almonds to be unjustified 
and served notice that unless some of the high duties 
were brought down within reason he would reserve 
the right to vote against the measure. | 

Mr. Lenroot said that, while favoring protection, 
he had “no sympathy with the system that seems to! 
prevail here that if the interests of a person in a 
Senator's state demand exorbitant duties that Sen- 
ator can go and ask for and receive those duties and 
then because of the interrelationship of duties 
throughout the bill that Senator will vote for every, 
increase that is proposed.” 

The challenge was accepted by Senator Johnson in 
characteristic manner—a ton of oratory rather than 
an ounce of argument. The almond growers, he. 
thundered, were asking for the 15 cents duty in order

66 OVE at first sight is the worst possible basis for marriage. 
“Men are responsible for 65 per cent of the unhappy marriages, 


women for 35 per cent. 


“The most common cause for matrimonial unhappiness is neglect. 
When neglect begins at home, the vamp gets a chance abroad. 

“Just a little hug, a little kiss, does wonders in keeping home happy- 

“The ‘slogan for in-laws ought to be, ‘Hands—and tongues—off?’ 

“The secret of matrimonial happiness is a fifty-fifty relationship, 
with the wife boss at home, the husband the boss outside.” 


Attention, brides and bridegrooms, 
to these bits of matrimonial wis- 
dom! They come from 4 real di- 
vorce-court Solomon—Judge Joseph 
Sabath of Chicago, who, in the last 
two years has adjudicated the causes 
of no less than 6500 warring couples 
in the divorce section of the Windy 


City’s Court of Chancery. 
What is even more to the point 


| he has succeeded in reconciling 4590 


of these couples that have come be- 
fore him, and in most of the cases 
the reconciliations have “taken.” 

But the strain of being a buffer 
for so enany domestic combatants 
wore on the Judge and a fortnight 
ago he asked Chief Justice Sullivan 
to relieve him from his assignment 
as “Divorce Judge.’ Now, with the 
wife, whom he married in 1888, he 
is on his way to Europe on a new 
honeymoon after 34 years of happy 
married life, blessed with both chil- 
dren and grandchildren. 

Since the Judge may be taken as 
a real expert, both on matrimony 
that succeeds and on that kind that 
fails, I asked him to discuss both 
sorts. 

And the first thing I found out is 
that he is neither pessimist nor cynic 
on the subject of the divine institu- 
tion. His motto seems to be: “Take 
care of the marriages, and the di- 
vorces will take care of themselves.” 

“Of course, I believe in marriage,”’ 
he began, settling his brown, twin- 
kling-eyed, chunky self comfortably 
in his chair. ‘I believe in youthful 
marriage, too, and I don’t believe in 
requiring parental! consent.’’ 

But you must understand that 


speech of the Judge’s is not to be _ 


taken as an indorsement of the 
‘Romeo-and-Juliet stuff, love &t first 
sight and at sweet 16—or even 14, 
the.age most learned commentators 
ascribe to Juliet. 

“Boys and girls should not marry 
when they are too young to do so 
without the permission of their 
fathers and mothers,”’ he went on. 
“Eighteen for the girl and 21 for 
the boy seems to me the right and 
proper age. If, after reaching that 
age, either hasn't enough gumption 
to marry without asking father, he 
or she is too weak-filered to be a 
successful husband or wife. 

“Although I think people should 
marry young, I also am firmly of 
the opinion that they should not 
marry until they know each other 
very well indeed. Love at first 
sight is the worst: possible basis 
for married life. When a man 
meets a girl at a dance and marries 
her twD days Jater, when a girl mar- 
ries a man she hardly knows ‘on a 
dare,” they are simply courting 
trouble in their married life. Before 
marrying, a young couple should 
know each other's faults as well as 
virtues; each other’s families, each 
other’s point of view, each other's 
ideas about money and a standard 
of living." 


“How much money should they 
have to marry on?’ I asked Judge 
Sabath, at this point. 

“I believe that money is the root 
of much unhappiness in marriage,” 
he replied. “I like to see a young 


' gouple begin at the foot of the lad- 


der. When he has to work hard at 
his job, when she has to plan how 
to stretch a dollar as far as it will 
go, they share a most important in- 
terest. They have something to 
think about besides their own moods 
and tantrums, besides pleasures and 
the temptations that may accom- 
pany them. Poverty, provided it 
does not descend to sheer destitu- 
tion, is one of the strongest bonds 
for keeping husband and* wife to- 
gether at the start.” 

Then Judge Sabath spoke of the 
cause which he considers basically 
responsible for most unhappy unions 
-——neglect by one partner or another. 

“Perhaps the man neglects his 
wife—he is responsible for 65 per 
cent of the unhappy marriages. Per- 
haps he doesn't give her a fair per- 
centage of his pay envelope, or gets 
to drinking bootleg stuff, or gam- 
bles, or just grows surly and care- 
less at home—never taking his wife 
anywhere or giving her a kind word. 

“Perhaps she neglects him— 
doesn't get his breakfast in the 
morning, puts a delicatessen dinner 
on the table at night, goes around 
the house in a wrapper none too 
fresh. whines and complains because 
he isn’t making enough money. 

. “In either situation the way is 


made clear for the vamp outside the, 


home to get in deadly work. But 
don’t make any mistake—the trou- 
ble began in the home, first of all.” 


“How far have you found the 
mother-in-law responsible for un- 
happy marriages?" I asked. 

“Now, I'm riot going to say any- 
thing against mother-in-law—l've

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a great deal of trouble is caused be- 
tween young husbands and wives 
by familiées-in-law—the father-in- 
law is likely to be quite as responsi- 
ble as the mother-in-law. It is abso- 
lutely wrong for a young couple to 
live with either family; they’d bet- 
ter inhabit their own home, even if 
it's two by two. And when either 
one goes home with confidences and 
complaints the people there should 
be exceedingly chary about offer- 
ing advice or interference.

I told Judge Sabath about the 
program for marriage and divorce 
the General Federation of Women’s 
Clubs is probably going to indorse 
at its convention now meeting at 
Chautauqua, N. Y. The chief pro- 
visions are that no girl shall marry 
before 18, no man before 21, with- 
out parental consent; that a certifi- 
cate of good health shall be pre- 
sented by each when applying for 
the license; that the banns shall be 
called twice before marriage; that 
divorce be allowed for proved un- 
faithfulness, physical or mental 
cruelty, desertion and drunkefmess;: 
that all divorces shall be interlocu- 
tory and the divorced allowed to 
marry only after the lapse of a 
year; that these provisions shall be 
madc a part of our national law. 


“I have been advocating prac- 
tically all these changes in the pres- 
ent situation for years,” said the 
Judge. “I have always said that 
15 or even 30 days should elapse 
between granting the marriage li- 
cense and performing the ceremony 
—a period which would give time 
for the calling of the banns. And 
I congider it an outrage that a man 
or woman can be divorced one day 
in Chicago and go to Indiana, the 
next day and be married to somedne 
else. 

“Also, I believe that when there 
is only one cause for divorce, as in 
New York, the law leads to more 
immorality, more _ collusion, more 
perjury than in any State where 
more liberal grounds are recog- 
nized.”’ 


Thée Judge paused and sighed. 

“It's the children who suffer most 
in divorce cases,” he observed. 
“That’s what reduced me to the edge 
of a breakdown—worry about the 
poor little children. Even at school 
they are ostracised if it is known 
that their parents have separated. 
And they need the care of both a 
father and a mother. Nevertheless, 
I would not say that there never 
should be divorce when there are 
children; I would urge only that the 
couples who are not childless make 
every possible effort to compose 
their disagreements and take a grip 
on life together for the sake of the 
youngsters, 


“A fifty-fifty marriage is the ideal 
one,”” he summed up; “a marriage 
where the joys, as well as the griefs 
and burdens are shared; where the 
authority is shared—the woman rul- 
ing in the home, the man outside 
it; where love is shared. Just a lit- 
tlé kiss, a little hug now and then. 
does a whole lot toward making 
home happy. I know—that’s what's 
made mine happy all these yéars.”
